Ir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 

December  1971* 

This  will,  in  all  probability,  be  the  penultimate  Annual  Report 
presented  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  profound  restructuring 
pf  the  Health  Services  of  the  nation  are  scheduled  to  take  place  in  the  near 
future.  These  proposals,  together  with  the  changes  that  have  already  taken 
place  in  1971,  leading  to  the  setting  up  of  Social  Service  Departments,  will 
lead  to  the  departure  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from  the  scene,  after 
a long  and  honourable  history,  and  the  arrival  of  the  Community  Physician. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the  emphasis  on  "management’'  in  the  new 
proposals,  that  the  main  object  of  all  health  services,  namely  the  welfare  of 
the  individual  patient  and  his  community  will  still  be  the  aim  of  the  years  to 

come. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  showed  a slight  increase  (8)  in  the  number 
of  live  births  and  the  number  of  still  births  was  one  fewer  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Infant  mortality  was  less  by  one  death. 

The  number  of  domicilliary  deliveries  by  midwives  was  two  fewer  than, 
in  the  previous  year.  An  increasing  part  of  the  midwives ’ responsibility  is 
now  directed  towards  the  increasing  number  of  cases  discharged  before  the  tent., 
day,  and  towards  care  and  education  in  the  ante-natal  period. 

There  were  thirteen  more  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  was  sixteen  fewer  and  in  these,  the  incidence  of  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  twelve  fewer. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  a carry  over  of  the  measles 
epidemic  of  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  infective  hepatitis 
dropped  from  J>2  to  I. 

One  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  on  clinical  grounds,  but  further 
investigation  did  not  substantiate  this  diagnosis. 

This  was  the  first  complete  year  in  which  Rubella  vaccination  was 
available  and,  although  the  response  was  reasonable,  I urge ^ a11 

those  eligible  should  receive  this  vaccination  m view  of  the  to 

extremely  grave  sequelae  that  can  arise  during  pregnancy,  following  exposure 

the  virus.

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Family  Planning  Clinics 


During  the  year,  the  County  Council  adopted  Application  No.  2 of  the 
National  Family  Planning  Association  Agency  Scheme.  This  was  in  common  with 
the  majority  of  other  Counties  in  North  Wales  and  meant  that  we  accept 
responsibility  for  all  users. 

Increasing  demand  on  the  service  led  to  an  additional  evening  clinic  being 
opened  in  Dolgellau.  This  facilitates  the  attendance  of  people  who  are  at  work 
during  the  day. 

The  County  Council  also  resolved  that  a new  clinic  should  be  opened  at 
Corwen.  Staffing  difficulties  had  up  till  then  prevented  this,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  as  these  are  now  resolved  the  Association  will  implement  its  under- 
taking to  the  Council  that  clinics  would  be  opened  as  necessary.

The  County  Council  is  required  to  submit  monthly  returns  to  the  Registrar 
General  reporting  all  congenital  abnormalities  in  live  and  still  births  observed 
in  new-born  babies.  This  information  is  sent  to  the  Local  Health  Authority 
by  the  Hospital  Consultants,  General  Practitioners  orMidwives.  The  total  number 
notified  since  1964  is  37. 

"At  Risk”  Register 

A register  is  kept  of  children  who  will  be  at  risk  for  various  factors, 
such  as:- 

- Family  history  of  deafness,  blindness  etc. 

- Rubella  or  other  virus  infection.  Blood  incompatibilities, 

rhesus  sensitization.  Hypermesis.  Antepartum  haemorrhage, 
Severe  illness  necessitating  chemotherapy  or  major  surgery 
in  early  months  of  pregnancy.  X-rays  other  than  chest 
X-rays,  Thyrotoxicosis,  Diabetes,  Toxaemia  of 

Pregnancy.  Other  complications  of  pregnancy,  e.g. 
pyelitis.  Any  psychiatric  illness  during  pregnancy. 

- Prolonged  or  difficult  labour.  Birth  weight  under  four 
pounds,  or  gestation  under  36  weeks.  Birth  asphyxia. 
Prolonged  poor  sucking. 

- Jaundice.  Convulsions.  Respiratory  distress.  Cyanotic 

attacks.  Any  congenital  abnormalities.

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  children 


This  year  marked  the  closure  of  the  Home  for  Unmarried  Mothers  at  Bersham 
Hall,  Wrexham.  After  the  31st  March,  this  work  became  the  responsibility  of  the 
new  Social  Services  Department  and  any  cases  that  are  brought  to  my  notice  are 
notified  to  that  Department. 


Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

As  the  future  of  dentistry  swings  more  and  more  towards  preventive  practice, 
the  role  of  the  young  mother  and  her  children  increases  in  importance.  Through- 
out the  country  dentists  are  beginning  to  realise  that  the  logical  way  to  treat 
dental  disease  is  to  prevent  it,  rather  than  cure  it.  Towards  that  end, 
research  into  preventive  measures  of  all  kinds  has  been  stepped  up,  and 
statistics  are  now  available  to  prove  conclusively  that  prevention  makes  a 
significant  contribution  to  the  overall  dental  problem.  Among  the  facts 
emerging  of  importance  to  the  practitioner,  some  of  the  most  relevant  concern 
the  most  common  sites  of  developing  decay  in  children’s  teeth.  With  this 
knowledge  it  is  possible  to  prescribe  the  type  of  preventive  measures  most 
effective  to  the  differing  age  groups.  As  example  of  this,  it  is  now  established 
that  in  the  2-5  age  group  decay  starts  most  readily  at  the  point  of  contact 
between  the  teeth  whereas  in  the  5-9  group  decay  develops  most  readily  on  the 
biting  surface  of  the  tooth.  As  both  these  sites  require  a different  preventive 
approach  the  knowledge  is  invaluable.  Lectures  on  dental  topics  to  expectant 
mothers  have  shown  a surprising  interest  and  concern  for  dental  matters,  and  it  is 
most  encouraging  to  find  so  much  appreciation.  One  of  the  off-shoots  of  real 
benefit  from  those  talks  has  been  the  closer  co-operation  and  understanding 
between  the  dental  staff  and  the  health  visitors.  I feel  most  strongly  that  the 
more  the  health  and  dental  teams  can  work  together  the  greater  will  be  the 
benefit  to  the  patients. 
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DISTRIBUTION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS 


At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  the 
Council  continued  to  arrange  the  distribution  of  welfare  foods  to  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  five  years  of  a gec  A total  of  18 

distribution  centres  were  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the  year;  7 of  these 
were  main  centres  and  II  were  sub-centres.  Voluntary  Workers  are  mainly 
responsible  for  the  distribution  of  foods  at  these  centres,  and  the  work 
carried  out  by  them  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Changes  were  made  in  the  supply  of  welfare  foods;  cod  liver  oil 
ceased  to  be  available  after  30th  April,  and  orange  juice  was  not 
recognised  as  a welfare  food  after  31st  December.  Cod  liver  oil  and  orange 
juice  were  replaced  by  vitamins  A,  D and  C drops  for  children  and  a 
reconstituted  vitamin  A,  D and  C tablet  for  mothers  will  be  available 

4t5  the  Provision  of  cheap  welfare  milk  was  withdrawn 

but  the  entitlement  to  free  welfare  milk  was  extended.

Proprietary  Foods 

Infant  proprietary  foods  were  sold  at  the  majority  of  Infant  Health 
Centres  throughout  the  County  at  cost  price  plus  a small  charge  to 
cover  administrative  costs.  During  the  financial  year  I97I/72,  total 
sales  amounted  to  £2,593*40  compared  with  £2,088.42  during  1970/71. 

This  was  partly  due  to  increase  in  price,  but  there  was  also  an  increase 
in  volume. 
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MIDWIFERY 


The  work  was  carried  out  by  nineteen  midwives.  Although 
only  eight  cases  were  delivered  at  home,  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  incidence  of  early  discharged  cases  of  which  there  were  473 
with  the  total  number  of  visits  paid  being  1,620.  The  midwife 
has  a statutory  responsibility  for  mother  and  baby  up  to  the 
tenth  day  after  delivery  or  longer  if  necessary.  Sixty  eight 

ante-natal  cases  were  attended  at  home  involving  160  visits. 

The  attendance  at  specialists  and  general  practitioners 
clinics  continues  and  mothercraft  and  relaxation  clinics  are  given 
in  conjunction  with  the  Health  Visitors. 

Six  midwives  attended  refresher  courses,  and  reports  were 
given  by  them  at  Staff  Meetings. 

Close  liason  with  the  hospitals  is  maintained.

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Work  was  carried  out  by  thirteen  Health  Visitors.  Five  worked 
full-time,  two  part-time,  whilst  six  combined  health  visiting  with 
other  work.  The  care  of  mothers  and  the  under  five  year  olds  still 
has  a prominent  place,  but  the  work  has  extended  considerably  to 
include  total  family  care  especially  the  elderly  and  handicapped. 
Attendance  at  the  Geriatricians’  clinic,  often  necessitating  paying 
a home  visit  with  him  and  the  General  Practitioner  has  proved  a 
great  benefit.  Attendance  at  Consultants  clinics,  also  Family 
Planning  clinics  continues.  More  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the 
teaching  aspect  of  a Health  Visitor’s  work  especially  in  mothercraft. 
The  opening  of  a new  Health  Centre  at  Tywyn  has  given  ample  opportunity 
in  this  respect  and  much  work  has  been  done  on  these  lines. 

Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  School  Health  Service. 

Two  Health  Visitors  have  attended  refresher  courses,  whilst  two 
attended  a Study  Day  organised  by  Caernarvonshire  County  Council  and 
all  have  reported  back  to  staff  meetings.

Phenylketonuria 

Health  Visitors  undertook  the  routine  testing  of  babies  for 
Phenylketonuria.  This  is  a disease  which  affects  the  brain  at  an  early 
age  and  if  left  undiagnosed  and  untreated,  gives  rise  to  severe  mental 
abnormality.  No  case  was  discovered  during  the  year. 
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HOME  NURSING 


The  work  was  carried  out  be  seventeen  full-time  and  six  part- 
time  district  nursing  sisters. 

The  Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing  discontinued  its 
training  scheme.  Each  district  sister  is  required  to  have  undergone 
district  training  and  the  County  Council’s  application  to  become  a 
Training  Authority  was  approved.  This  means  that  two  of  the  staff 
have  been  able  to  undertake  the  three  months’  practical  training  on 
home  ground,  linking  up  with  Denbighshire  County  Council  for  three 
weeks’  theoretical  study.  They  were  both  successful  in  the 
examination  at  the  end  of  the  course.  Two  of  the  Senior  Staff  did 
a one  week  Practical  Work  Instructors'  Course.  Miss  M.E.  Davies, 
senior  DN/I0IV  has  been  acting  up  to  take  charge  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chief  Nursing  Officer. 

The  need  for  the  attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  general 
practitioners  working  from  Health  Centres  is  becoming  more  apparent 
and,  where  this  is  in  practise,  there  is  better  job  satisfaction. 

The  good  liaison  with  hospitals  has  been  maintained  and  we  are 
grateful  to  the  nursing  officers  and  staff  for  their  assistance  and 
to  the  general  practitioners  for  their  support.  Monthly  Staff 
Meetings  have  continued,  and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  having  our 
visiting  consultants  to  lecture.  We  are  grateful  to  them,  and  to 
the  Hospital  Chief  Nursing  Officers  and  to  officers  of  other  County 
Council  Departments  who  have  so  willingly  come  along  to  assist  us.

HEALTH  CENTRES 


In  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  Section  21  made  it  a duty 
for  local  health  authorities  to  provide  premises  called  "health  centres". 

These  premises  were  to  provide  a focal  point  for  the  health 
services  working  within  the  community,  namely,  general  medical  and 
dental  services,  pharmaceutical  services  and  for  all  the  services  which 
local  health  authorities  were  required  or  empowered  to  provide  under 
the  National  Health  Service  and  Public  Health  Acts. 

In  the  years  Immediately  following  the  implementation  of  the  Act, 
very  little  progress  was  made  in  establishing  these  centres,  and  the 
pattern  of  health  care  followed  closely  that  which  existed  in  the  previous 
era.  Later,  however,  socio  economic  factors  and  changes  in  therapeutic 
and  preventive  measures  gradually  made  the  advantages  of  this  type  of 
facility  apparent. 

Among  these  was  the  fact  that  the  three  branches  of  the  health 
services  could  no  longer  act  in  comparative  isolation  from  each  other. 
General  practitioners  grouped  themselves  together  for  their  mutual  co- 
operation and  support  and  the  community  nursing  services  adopted  the 
attachment  of  individual  nurses  to  practices. 

Reference  to  this  is  made  in  the  report  on  the  Nursing  Services  in 
the  county.  Community  nurses  in  this  area  have  always  maintained  close 
links  with  general  practitioners  so  that  attachment  schemes  work  well. 

In  some  parts  of  the  county,  however,  they  are  difficult  to  implement  on 
account  of  the  distances  involved  from  the  surgeries  of  general 
practitioners,  but  even  so  the  nurses  work  in  close  liaison  with  the 
family  doctors. 

This  team  approach  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  individual  patient 
and  to  the  members  of  the  team. 

The  advantages  of  the  "project  team"  approach  were  learned  during 
the  planning  stages  of  the  county’s  first  health  centre  at  Tywyn,  and 
were  applied  in  the  early  stages  for  a further  centre  to  be  built  at 
Blaenau  Ffestiniog. 

The  year  1971  saw  the  opening  of  the  county's  first  health  centre 
at  Tywyn. 
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VACCINATION  ANN  IMMUNISATION 


Smallpox  Vaccination 

The  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  reviewed  the 
indications  for  offering  vaccination  against  smallpox  in  Great  Britain. 

The  Committee  concluded  that  :~ 

(i)  the  chances  of  introduction  of  smallpox  into  Britain 

have  substantially  diminished  and  are  likely  to  continue 
to  lessen  with  the  further  progress  of  the  World  Health 
Organisation  eradication  campaign; 

(ii)  the  British  public  are,  therefore,  far  less  likely  to 

be  exposed  to  infection  with  smallpox  than  at  any  previous 
time  since  the  disease  was  first  recorded  in  this  country; 
and 

(iii)  vaccination  is  a safe  and  reliable  method  of  protection  against 
smallpox  for  the  vast  majority  of  people  but  the  number  of 
serious  complications  in  childhood,  though  few,  is  now  out  of 
proportion  to  the  risk  to  them  from  smallpox  in  Britain. 

The  Joint  Committee  accordingly  reached  the  following  conclusions, 
which  were  accepted  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

(a)  Vaccination  against  smallpox  need  not  now  be  recommended 
as  a routine  procedure  in  early  childhood; 

(b)  all  travellers  to  and  from  various  parts  of  the  world 
where  smallpox  is  endemic  or  countries  where  eradication 
programmes  are  in  progress  should  be  protected  by  recent 
vaccination;  and 

(c)  health  service  staff  who  come  into  contact  with  patients 
should  be  offered  vaccination  and  regular  revaccination. 

In  consequence  of  this,  routine  vaccination  against  smallpox 
has  been  discontinued,  and  the  following  Table  gives  figures  for  those 
vaccinated  before  this  policy  came  into  operation.

GENERAL 


The  statistics  for  1971  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  emergency  cases 
carried  and  a decrease  in  the  number  of  sitting  cases. 

This  decrease  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  1971  was  the  first  full  year 
in  which  the  Ambulance  Service  was  not  required  to  transport  children 
daily  to  the  Junior  Training  Centre  at  Barmouth  and  partly  due  to  the 
temporary  suspension  of  physiotherapy  clinics  at  Tywyn  and  Machynlleth. 

Pressure  on  the  Service  continued  to  be  at  a high  level  in  the  main  holiday 
resorts  during  the  summer  months.

B.C.G.  Vaccination 


Tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G,  vaccination  of  children  aged  13  years  was 
carried  out  as  in  previous  years.  The  number  who  consented  to  vaccination  was 
again  high.  From  the  table  below  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of 

positive  reactors  is  decreasing  and,  indeed  during  this  year,  there  was  a very 
dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  positive  reactors,  but  in  view  of  the  numbers 
involved  this  is  not  statistically  significant  as  the  general  trend  is  the  more 
important  factor.

The  Chest  Physicians  carry  out  B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  child  contacts  of 
tuberculosis  patients.  100  children  were  skin  tested  by  them  during  the  year, 
of  whom  52  proved  positive.

Chiropody  Service 

Chiropody  Clinics  are  held  in  fifteen  centres  in  the  County,  and  there 
is  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  who  attend.  This  service 
is  available  to  Old  Age  Pensioners,  Physically  Handicapped  Persons  and 
Expectant  Mothers,  and  domiciliary  visits  are  paid  to  those  who  are  unable  to 
attend  the  clinics.
